The number of children between the ages of 5 and 15, re- 
ported by the selectmen was five more than last year. The 
number of different scholars in school exceeded that of 1886 
-7 by twenty ; the number of those over sixteen years of ige 
decreased from twenty-three to six, while those under six 
years of age increased from sixteen to thirty-five. In the 
Primary Department of No. 2 there was a gain of thirty 
scholars—eighty in place of fifty. The Conant High School 
occupied the school-room of the Grammar Department of No. 
2 the fall and winter terms, thus reducing the length of school 
in that department to ten weeks. Asthe scholars of the Gram- 
mar Dep’t. attended the Conant School there was no loss to 
them. It was simply a change in the name of the school. 

The fall term of the school in No.8 was lengthened two 
weeks from the Fortune Legacy. There was one term of 
nine weeks in No 12. When arrangements were made for 
the school, it was thought there would be four or five schol- 
ars from Jaffrey, but as it proved, with one exception, they 
came from Troy, and it did not seem best to continue the 
school. Not including the two schools just mentioned, the 
average length of all in weeks of five days was twenty-seven. 
Altogether there were ten schools taught by sixteen different 
teachers, two males and fourteen females These teachers 
all resided in town, with the exception of Mr. Chapin of An- 
trim, N.H., and Mr. Smith, a student from Dartmouth college. 
Highest wages, $40 per month ; lowest,$20. Average wages 
per month for male teachers, $35 ; for female, $25 26. There 
has been no change in text-books. Those now in use are: 
Lippincott’s Readers, Swinton’s Speller, Harper’s Geogra- 
phies, Hutchison’s and Brand’s Physiologies, Higginson’s 
Young Folks History of the United States and Swinton’s 
Grammars. Most careful attention has been given to the se- 
lection of teachers, and if in any case one failed of coming up 
to what was required, the failure was due toreasons which 
could not be evident from any mere examination however rig- 
id, but were only to be brought out by actual work in the 
school-room. 

Effort has been made to have the teachers become more 
thoroughly acquainted with each other, that one might profit 
by the experience of another. To secure this end there were 
five meetings, and the results have been seen in many ways. 
One of the School Board presided at these meetings, essays 
were read on topics previously assigned, and matters pertain- 
ing to teaching in general freely and informally discussed. 
These meetings have furnished opportunities for making sug- 
gestions, laying ¢ down, and explaining some general principles 
applicable to all the schools alike, which could not have been 
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secured by meeting the teachers separately. Each teacher 
too has been allowed one day during a term for the purpose 
of visiting other schools. The School Board, remaining un- 
changed, has been enabled to pursue the same general policy 
as during the preceding year. ‘Thanks are due to parents for 
their uniform courtesy, to teachers for the readiness with 
which they have listened to suggestions, and made effort to 
comply with them, and to scholars in so far as they have tried 
to be what they knew every scholar should be—punctual, 
obedient and studious. 

Such repairs have been made on the school-houses as the 
money available for that purpose would admit. These repairs 
in Nos. 2 and 7 were absolutely necessary to keep the build- 
ings in such condition as not to endanger the lives of the pu- 
pus. Other repairs are imperatively demanded to put sever- 
al of the houses in a condition to makethem even comfortable 
in cold weather, to say nothing in reference to things which 
are necessary for comfort and convenience at all times. 

The experience of another year has only strengthened the 
members of the School Board in the belief that the suggestions 
made in their last report are such as the best interests of the 
whole town demand. The suggestions were briefly these: 
Place a school-house for the accommodation of the old districts 
4, 5 and part of 6 at some point near the meeting of the roads 
to the west of the Jonathan J. Comstock place, and where 
needed either by repairing or building anew, put in good or- 
der the other houses in which schools have been kept the past 
year. Attention is called to the fact that in the Primary De- 
partment of No. 2 during the fall term there were seventy-one 
different scholars, and only regular seats for sixty-six. It 
seems to the School Board that one teacher cannot reasonably 
be asked to have charge of more scholars thanthat room now 
accommodates with its regular seats. Very few, if any of the 
pupils are ready to go into the Grammar department, others 
no doubt will come in at the beginning of the next term, how 
they are to be cared for with the present facilities is not easy 
to say. 

There has been progress in the efficiency of our schools 
during the year, as much, perhaps, as could reasonably be 
expected under the circumstances. Some schools have been 
especially good, hardly open to criticism. Citizens, parents 
and teachers all heartily cooperating with the School Board 
there is no good reason why all our schools may not soon be 
as worthy of commendation as a portion of them has been. 
Relatively there has been a slight increase in the average at- 
tendance over that of last year. The increase, however, has 
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not been what it ought. Absences, for other than good rea- 
sons, it is found, by examination from year to year, occur for 
the most part in the same schools, and among scholars from 
a certain class of families. In some schools for terms it is 
the exception to have absences, in others not to have one 
half or more of the scholars absent during the term is the ex- 
ception. It is useless to try to reach parents thus blind to 
their children’s best interests by any suggestions in a school 
report as it is something they never read. Pressure of law 
seems the only remedy in such cases. The difficulties under 
which a teacher labors in a school where many of the schol- 
ars go simply because their parents are forced to send them 
is self-evident. 

Mr. Abram Davis has done good service as truant-officer. 

The sudden death of Miss Robbins,on the 14th of Dec., 
after a service of almost twenty-five years in No. 2, leaves a 
vacancy not easily filled. Few towns have ever been favored 
with such a teacher for such a number of years. It is not too 
much to say, high praise as it is, that under Miss Robbins’ 
instruction the schools of No. 2 have been on a level with the 
best in the state. 

It will readily appear to any thoughtful person that the care 
of our schools must involve many and perplexing questions ; 
that itis far easier to see what is wrong than it is to put 
that wrong right ; that the School Board is to look after the 
interests of the whole town; that it is the servant of the town ; 
that it can only increase teachers’ wages, repair and furnish 
school-houses as the town provides the means. Remember- 
ing these things, do not ask the School Board to do more 
than you furnish it the means for doing ; find out by personal 
observation what its members are doing, and take for what 
they are worth the words of those who think more of the 
number of schools than of their quality.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 


(During the year 1884, after labor in searching records and taking 
affidavits, your Overseer succeded in collecting sufficient evidence to 
convince the County Commissioners that Mrs. Polly Hodge had no 
settlement in Jaffrey, and she was by them adjudged a county pauper, 
and supported as such foratime. Subsequently the Commissioners 
claimed to have found some new evidence that conclusively proved her 
to be atown charge, and refused to longer support her as a county 
pauper, and notified your Selectmen that they should collect of the 
town of Jaffrey the amount paid by the County for her support. At my 
settlement with the Commissioners at the April term of Court ,1886, they 
with-held the sum of $150 00 claiming to have paid that amount on ac- 
count of Mrs. Hodge. Your overseer did not think that this decision of 
the Commissioners was just, and refused to comply with their request. 
After many controversies with the Commissioners, an agreement 
was made by which the case was referred to the judge of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, at the Oct. term, 1887. In due time the decision was 
made public, and Mrs. Hodge declared a county pauper. Then Jaf- 
frey was relieved from paying nearly $500 00 for expenses already in- 
cured, also the liability of supporting her the remainder of her life. 

By evidence furnished by your Overseer the County has been re- 
lieved of supporting five persons, viz: Charles F. Hill, who has been 
supported most of the time for two and a half vears, at a large expense, 
he being insane, is now supported by the town of Athol, Mass. C. W. 
Raymond, wife and two children, were removed to Winchendon, Mass. 
where he has a settlement.

Sec. 7.—Such agent may sell spirituous liquors to be used in the arts, and for medic- 
inal, mechanical and chemical purposes, and wine for the commemoration of the Lord’s 
supper, and for no other use or purpose whatever. 

Sec. 8.—If any person purchasing any spirituous liquor shall intentionally make to 
such agent any false statement regarding the use to which such liquor is intended by the 
purchaser to be applied, he shall, for the first offense, be fined ten dollars, and for any 
subsequent offense twenty dollars, for the use of the town. 

Ihave requested that these sections be printed that the people may 
know the position of the agency. ‘The law also requires a record to be 
kept of all persons to whom liquors are sold, and this record is open to 
inspection atany time. Any person knowing liquor purchased at the 
agency to have been improperly used will confer a favor by notifying 
ine of the fact.
